Third of Total Loans and Investments Now 
in U.S. Issues Compared With 12.6 
Per Cent Four Years Ago. ,

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Concen- 
tration of about 331-3 per cent of 
the total loans and investments of 
member banks of the Federal Re- 
serve System in obligations of the 
United States Government is indi- 
cated in the most recent bank 
statements, 

The percentage of Government 
holdings by banks varies, with New 
York City banks in the lead with 
45 per cent of their funds concen- 
trated in Government obligations, 
contrasted with 13 per cent in the 
fall of 1930. Country banks now 
have about 25 per cent of their 
funds so invested compared with 9.2 
per cent, while the investment of 
all member banks in Government 
securities has reached $9,200,000,- 
000, or approximately 331-3 per 
cent of their total loans and invest- 
ments, compared with holdings of 
$3,100,000,000, or about 12.6 per cent 
in the fall of 1930.

The combined holdings of Fed- 
eral Reserve and member banks 
now stands at roughly $11,600,000,- 
000, or about 43 per cent of the to- 
tal debt of the Federal Govern- 
ment, which has increased from

1933, to $26,546,104,000 on Nov. 15, 
1934. 

One of the unusual features of 
financing operations undertaken by 
the Treasury in the last two years 
has been its ability gradually tocut 
down the interest rates paid on 
Government debt, while at the same 
time increasing the debt at the rate 
of approximately $291,000,000 a 
month. 

A recent survey shows that dur- 
ing the 20% months from Feb. 28, 
1933, to Noy. 15, 1934, the Treasury 
Department issued a total of $11,- 
703,236,000 of new securities of all 
types, both long and short terms, 
on which the average interest rate 
was 2.51 per cent of the proceeds, 
$5,741,442,000 was used in refunding 
operations and paying off securi- 
ties maturing in that period the 
average interest rate on which was 
5.33 per cent, thus effecting a re-

Instead 
of putting up the Blue Eagle as an 
emblem of our compliance, we cari- 
catured it and thereby challenged 
the onus of disfavor and the pen- 
alty of popular boycott, that was 
officialy invoked as punishment for 
those who were conscientious ob- 
jectors against a regimentation that 
they regard as both expensive and 
stupid. 


“We make no pretense of know- 
ing to just what extent this NRA 
thing is a statutory mandate and to 
just what extent it is a personal 
contract, and we are not sure that 
anyone Ise knows. It seems to us 
that ...any reasonable interpreta- 
tion would hold that those who 
openly and above board defited and 
lampooned the proposition, and who 
suffered the boycott that was thus 
challenged, cannot be reasonably 
forced to pay for a value they did 
not receive.

Capt. Hancock Gets Letter 
on Eve of Setting Out to 
Investigate Finding of 
Bodies on Waterless Isle.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 22.— 
Hint of a tragic mishap in the Ga- 
lapagos Island home of the Bar- 
oness Eloise Bouquet de Wagner is 
contained in a letter from her re- 


ceived by Capt. G. Allen Hancock, 
Los Angeles explorer, who will sail 
for Marchena Island tomorrow to 
try to solve the mystery surround- 
ing the finding of two bodies there. 

The Baroness sent Hancock a 
large order for materials, including 
several bolts of pink silk. Lter she 
canceled the order, writing: 

“An accident has happened. My 
score of suffering seems not yet 
complete. A young man named 
Arends who works and lives with 
us is hurt in the stomach with a 
bullet.” 


The bodies found on the island 
were reported Saturday by Capt. 
Manuel Rodriguez, skipper of a 
Rodriguez made a brief 
examination of the bodies and left 
them where he found them. He 
radioed descriptions to Los Angeles. 

“One body, lying on its back un- 
der a skiff, was large, about six feet 
tall,” Rodriguez reported. “The 
front of the head was bald, but 
there was a small tuft of brownish 
hair in the back. The head was 
resting on bundle of clothes. A 
light colored coat was over the 
body, beside which lay blue dun- 
garees. Neither body had shoes. 

“The other body was onits side 
about 50 feet from the skiff, It was 
five and one-half feet, slight of 
build and had thick blonde hair 
about four inches long. It wore a 
brown sweater with a light brown 
vest covering that. A coat matching 
the vest was about 20 feet from 
the body, which also had on dun- 
garee pants cut or torn off at the 
knees. 

“As the bodies were found in the 
late afternoon, and we shoved off 
for Isabella that night, a thorough 
inspection was not made.” 

Probably Starved to Death. 

Presumably the bodies were those 
of men, though it was not possible 
at the time to be sure. Capt. Rod- 
riguez supposed death was due to 
hunger and thirst, for Marchena is 
little more than,.a waterless rock 
160 miles from the nearest island. 

Capt. Hancock said: “It is my be- 
lief that the dead men are Arthur 
Rudolph Lorenz, formerly of Paris, 
and a Norwegian sailor named 
Nuggerood. The description of the 
smaller man fits Lorenz 

“He was a member of the colony 
over which Baroness Eliose Bous- 
quet de Wagner sought to rule as 
an Empress on Charles Island, an- 
other of the Galapagos archipela- 

ys 
. Capt: Hancock expects to anchor 
off Marchena within 10 days after 
sailing. He is taking a party of sci- 
entists to the South Pacific for re- 
search work. 

The. Baroness de Wagner and a 
fried, Robert Phillipson, disap- 
peared from Charles Island several 
months ago. Their present where- 
abouts are not known here... The 
descriptions of the bodies do not fit 
them. 

Hint of Something Strange. 

Capt. Hancock has with him a 
letter from Dr. Friedrich Ritter, 
German nudist, hinting of some- 
thing strange in affairs in the is- 
lands. Dr. Ritter and Frau Dore 
Strauch Koerwein have lived in 
their “Garden of Eden” on Charles 
Island since 1929. 

When Capt. Hancock visited the 
islands early this year he took from 
the Ecuadorean mainland some of- 
ficials who wanted to investigate 
conditions and deport the “Em- 
press” if necessary. But the Bar- 
oness promised not to call herself 
Empress any more and it was de- 
cided not to deport her. A few 
months later the Baroness and Phil- 
ipson disappeared, 

When Capt. Hancock sails on his 
cruiser Velero III tomorrow he will 
take with him a scientific expedi- 
tion for the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion of Washington. The party will 
collect and study minute organisms 
which sciéntists have studied for 
centuries in the hope of learning 
how life began. 

Dr. Waldo L. Schmitt, authority 
on crustacea and curator of marine 
invertebrates of the United State 
National Museum, is scientific chief 
of the party. 

Last year a similar expedition 
brought back many rare large spec-

INSULL HAS 
COURAGE OF 
A LION, HIS 
LAWYER SAYS 


In Closing Argument, At- 
torney Makes Sentiment- 
al Appeal—Utility Man 
Fighting Only ‘for Hon- 
or and Good Name.’ 


SOLVENCY OF FIRM 
COMPARED TO U. §&. 


Counsel Explains Differ. 
ence Between ‘Wash’ and 
Matched Sales—Asserts 
Government Has “‘Exag- 
gerated 100 Per Cent.” 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The jurors 


in the Insull mail fraud trial were 


asked by defense attorneys today to 
remember the difference between 
“wash sales” and stock market op- 
erations that were simply “matched 
sales.” 

Attorney Jay Fred Reeve began 
the fourth day of closing argu~ 
ments with a plea filled with fig- 
ures and market phrases. His de- 
fense of what Insull companies did 
in the market followed pleas yes- 
terday which went into advanced 
accountancy and what eonstituted 
a crime, 

“The prosecutors have exagger- 
ated about 100 per cent,” said 
Reeve, who represents four offi- 
cers of the Utilities Securities Co., 
which the Government alleges 
bought and sold stock of the Cor. 
poration Securities Co, to keep it 
active on the market. 

“They told you there wer@ 4600 

‘wash sales’ in the allotment pnits’ 
Corporation Securities Co. first is- 
sued,” he continued. “If you re- 
member that the average transac- 
tion is 100 shares, this becomes 46 
transactions—one every two weeks. 
That’s not enough to affect the 
market, 
' “Tt is difficult to answer this 
case, because the Government has 
changed its position time after 
time.” 

Samuel Insull heard himself de- 
scribed as having the “courage of a 
lion” in the argument of the de 
fense yesterday. The description 
was given by Attorney John J, 
Healy. 

“In 50 years before the bar,” said 
Attorney Healy, “I’ve never segn a 
more heroic exhibition than that 
old man (Insull) now on the rim of 
his dying day, fighting with the 
courage of a lion for the only thing 
left—his honor and good name. All 
the charts in the world can’t wipe 
out his record of a $15,000,000 per- 
sonal loss.” 

Contradicting the Government’s 
contention that the Corporation Se 
curities Co. was insolvent in Sep- 
tember, 1931, eight months before it 
ceased business, Healy argued that 
he could “prove the United States 
Government insolvent by the same 
test.” ’ 

“Its 
airships, arsenals, forts and _ post- 
offices,” he said. “If liquidated to 
day they would not pay 1 per cent 
of its thirty thousand million dol 
lar funded debt.” 

Attorney William Haight, repre- 
senting Charles R. Whitworth, for- 
mer auditor of Corporation Securi- 
ties, argued that if the Govern- 
ment’s theories of accounting of 
the company’s books were valid 
there was still no proof of criminal- 
ity on the part of Insull and his 
former associates. 

Defense of Field. 

Stanley Field’s attorney in an at- 
tack on the prosecutor charged 
they had attempted to cloud a life 
of high public service by bringing 
the Chicago business man into the 
trial. 

Attorney Frederic Burnham 
shouted that “not so much as a pic- 
ture’ had been produced to link 
Field with the charges that inves 
tors in Corporation Securities were 
swindled. 

Field, a nephew of the late Mare 
shall Field, Chicago merchant, “re- 
tired in 1919 to devote his life to 
the public,” the attorney declared. 
He sketched Field’s war service os 
overseas supply manager for the 
Red Cross, told of hospitals and 
museums the white-hafred defend- 
ant had fostered, and cried: 

“Like a bolt from the blue, there 
descended charges on Feb. 27, 1983, 
that he was a thief, a rascal, © 
crook and a fraud. What motive 
would Mr. Field have for cheating 
the public he had determined to 
spend his life serving?”

Baroness in Letter to Paris Wrote 
of Trouble in “Paradise.” 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 22.—Dissension in 
“Paradise, G. I.,” was disclosed to- 
day in a letter received by a Pa- 
risian friend from the Baroness 
Eloise Bousquet de Wagner. 

The Baroness wrote the letter 

June 29, 1933, dating it “Paradise, 
Galapagos Islands.” 
The epistle criticised the activi- 
ties of Dr. Friedrich Ritter, the 
German nudist, on the island, and 
indicated that the relations be- 
tween the Ritter camp and her own 
were strained. 

The Baroness denied she was 
crowned “Empress” and went 
around heavily armed. 

“My empire is 100 acres, and half 
belongs to Robert Philipson,”’ she 
wrote. “My imperial crown is the 
orange blossoms which fall on my 
head and the paper as I write. 

“As to a scepter, there is a shovel 
and other tools with which I clear 
the jungle. As to cannon, I have a 
hunting rifle and a pistol. My min- 
isters and soldiers consist of three 
friends. My best bodyguard are 
three dogs.” 

The letter described an “Elysian” 
life devoted to farming and raising 
poultry. It enumerated the live- 
stock and the Baroness added that 
she intended to import bees for a 
sugar supply. 

The climate, the Baroness said, 
was perfect, and rheumatism and 
colds had disappeared, but the fleas 
and ants were bothersome. 


Rochester Woman Wrote of Visit to 
Island. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 22.— 
Letters from a Rochester woman 
circling the globe on a small yacht 
that visited the remote Galapagos 
Islands today shed a little more 
light on the life of the little band 
of exiles that came into prominence 
with the mysterious death of two 
persons on a desolate island of the 
group. . 
The Rochester woman is Mrs. 
Electa Search Johnson. With her 
husband, Capt. Irving Johnson, she 
is sailing around the world aboard 
the converted pilot boat Yankee 
with a small party of companions. 
Early in the year, Mrs. Johnson 
visited the island and dined with 
some of the principals. 
Mrs. Johnson wrote of meeting 
the Baroness Eliose Bousquet de 
Wagner.

“She came out to meet us, obvi- 
ously eager for visitors and excited 
at the prospect of showing her 
home. She was a woman in the 
late thirties, very plain-looking, but 
with considerable personal charm.” 
The visitors were impressed, Mrs. 
Johnson wrote, by achievements of 
these two people in 14 months. (A]- 
fredo Lorenz, apparently, was then 
living apart from the others.) A 
hint of what was to come was the 
explanation of their choice of a lo- 
cation—"because of a steady drip 
of fresh water out of sandstone 
rock, one of the three known 
sources of fresh water on this is- 
land, 2 Smiles long.”

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SUFFOCATION MURDER 
CANE GIVEN TO JURY 


Acquittal or First Degree Ver- 
dict Only Alternatives in 


Woman’s Death. 
> 
By the Associated Press. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Nov. 22.— 
The case of Cariton Clymer, former 
United States Air Corps Sergeant 
charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Hazel Ebner, 28-year-old widow, 
went to a jury at noon today. 

Judge Harry Runyon told the. 
jury it must return either a ver- 
dict of first degree murder or of 
acquittal. He pointed out that the 
State’s medical testimony and that 
of the defense was at variance as 
to the cause of death, the prosecu- 
tion contending Mrs. Ebner was 
suffocated while resisting an at- 
tempt of Clymer to assault her, 
and the defense maintaining she 
died of dilation of the heart caused 
by undue emotional stress. This, 
Judge Runyon said, was not im- 
portant in itself, since there was 
evidence Mrs. Ebner died while 
Clymer was embracing her. 

Mrs. Ebner’s body, clad only in a 
dress was found beneath Clymer’s 
car, parked with its motor - still 
running, in a farm field in nearby 
Pennsylvania. Clymer lay beside 
her, unconscious from the fumes of 
the exhaust pipe. In statements to 
police, he later said he had loved 
Mrs. Ebner and hoped to die with 
her, believing their deaths would 
be set down as a double suicide. 

Twenty witnesses were called by 
the defense yesterday, including 
two physicians, Dr. William S&S. 
Wadsworth of Philadelphia, and 
Dr. William Penn Vail of Blairs- 
town, who testified Mrs. Ebner’s 
death was caused by dilation of the 
heart due to drinking and emotion- 
al stress. 

Clymer was on the stand for an 
hour and 18 minutes. Called on to 
show how Mrs. Ebner died, the 
defendant stepped from the witness 
stand, and explained that he stood 
with one foot on the ground and 
one on the running board of his 
car, and then lifted Mrs. Ebner, 
who was seated in the car, toward 
him. He slapped his right shoulder 
to indicate where her head rested 
as he held her tightly. 

Prosecutor Smith spread before 
Clymer the clothes Mrs. Ebner had 
worn the night of the fatal ride, but 
Clymer looked at them without a 
change of expression. 

He said he became friendly last 
January with Mrs. Ebner and saw 
her a few times regularly every 
week. They became intimate after 
his birthday March 27 last, he said, 
and added he had intended mar- 
rying the young widow as soon as 
he had enough money. They spent 
many week-ends together out of 
town, Clymer said, going once to 
New England with Mrs. Ebner’s 
daughter, Joyce, 9, as company. 

On the night of Sept. 20 they 
went to a Pennsylvania roadhouse | 
party. On their return to New Jer-. 
sey they went to “Lovers’ Lane,” 
where Mrs. Ebner died. Clymer 
then took her body to a field 
north of Easton, Pa., he went on, 
and tried to end his life by inhal- 
ing the carbon monoxide fumes 
from his automobile. He was un- 
conscious when a farmer stumbled 
across the pair.

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DAMAGE SUIT 
GIVES JUDGE AN 
UNUSUAL PROBLEM 


‘Plaintiff Refuses to Dismiss 
Silicosis Petition; Testi- 
fies $100 He Got Was 
for Eye Injury. 


Federal Judge Faris has under 
consideration a knotty problem 
growing out of a $30,000 damage 
suit by the law firm of Everett 
Hullverson in behalf of Frank de 
Rousse, illiterate laborer, who al- 
leged he had contracted silicosis 
while employed by the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co. at Crystal City. 
This suit is similar to a large num- 
ber of damage cases which have 
been filed, many of them by Hull- 
verson, in State and Federal 


courts. 

De Rousse’s suit was filed orig- 
inally in Circuit Court March 11, 
1933, and was removed to Federal 
Court April 23, 1933, on motion of 
the defendant. Recently the law 
firm of Nagel, Kirby, Orrick & 
Shepley, representng the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co., asked Judge Faris 
for permission to file a stipulation 
dismissing the De Rousse suit, sub- 
mitting at the same time an affi- 
davit dated Nov. 9, 1933. 

The affidavit, purporting to bear 
De Rousse’s mark, related that 
two men came to his house and re- 
ferred him to Eugene Schmick, an 
attorney associated with Hullver- 
son, and although De Rousse said 
he had no lung ailment, Schmick 
arranged that he come to St. Louis 
for an X-ray examination, contend- 
ing this was necessary to deter- 
mine definitely whether he was suf- 
fering from silicosis. In the affi- 
davit, De Rousse was represented 
as saying that he never had seen 
the X-ray and that “there is noth- 
ing the matter with me but my 
eye.” 

Nov. 5 last, Thomas J. Noonan, 
from .Hullverson’s office, was in 
court with De Rousse opposing 
filing of the stipulation for dis- 
missal of the case. De Rousse took 
the stand for the express purpose 
of preventing the dismissal of the 
suit and denied that he had intend- 
ed to dismiss the silicosis suit, stat- 
ing that, after the papers had been 
read to him at the office of the 
company, he affixed his mark in the 
belief that he was signing a release 
for an éye injury suffered while in 
the company’s employ. 

In this connection, the 
Post-Dispatch was in error when it 
stated: “In an affidavit made Nov. 
9, 1933, De Rousse said he had never 
suffered any lung ailment and that 
he understood that the suit was to 
recover damages for the loss of the 
sight of one eye.” The headline 
stating ‘Silicosis ‘victim’ who sued 
admits he has no cause” likewise 
was erroneous. 

De Rousse, unable to read or 
write, gave contradictory  testi- 
mony, stating at one time that he 
knew of the silicosis suit at the 
time he signed the stipulation he 
thought related only to his eye in- 
jury, and later saying that he didn’t 
know at that time whether he had 
any lung ailment. 

Attorneys in the case have been 
asked by Judge Faris to file briefs.

ROOSEVELT TEL 
MAYORS OF PLAN 
FORNEN CONGRESS 


Says It Will Consider Re- 
lief, Public Works, Job 
Insurance, -Old Age Pen- 
sions and Housing. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 22. — President 


wRoosevelt told the annual United 
States Conference of Mayors today 
that “our efforts along the road of 
economic recovery have been pro- 
ductive of substantial results. 

“It is undoubtedly true,” he said 
in a letter to the conference, “that 
the coming session of Congress will 
give further attention to proposals 
involving unemployment relief, pub- 
lic works, unemployment insurance, 
old-age pensions and housing, all of 
which vitally affect the city govern- 
ments. I cannot say what final 
action Congress will take with ref- 
erence to these subjects, but I as- 
sure you the Federal Government 
is anxious to work effectively and 
co-operatively on all of these com- 
mon problems. 

“It is through teamwork of all 
governmental units that 
may be attained.” 

Walmsley Speaks. 

Mayor F. H. La Guardia of New 
York City read the letter to the 
heads of more than 100 municipall- 
ties. The president of the organi- 
zation, Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley 
of New Orleans, in a prepared ad- 
dress urged the immediate reor- 
ganization of city tax systems, ad- 
vocated a united attack by all local 
governments on their common prob- 
lems and pleaded for the preserva 
tion of ful) liberty in all cities. 

“We must guard against strait- 
jacket limitations on municipal 
functioning through drastic systems 
of state or even Federal contro! 
that will prevent cities from carry- 
ing on the experiments necessary 
to the successful conduct of demo- 
cratic government,” Walmsley said. 
“If the opportunities for trying out 
new ideas are taken away through 
central bureaucratic supervision, 
then our democracy will become 
stagnant. This freedom must be 
safeguarded and protected.” 

Governmental Trends. 

In an outline of governmental] 
trends, he asserted that the United 
States is largely an urban nation, 
with 45 per cent of the people liv- 
ing in 96 large cities; that the cities 
collectively have become the most 
important governmental units from 
a financial viewpoint, with New 
York, Boston, Chicago, Baltimore, 
Detroit, Los Angeles, St. Louis and 
Seattle more important fiscally 
than their states; that city tax ma- 
chinery needs revamping because it 
places a major burden on real es- 
tate; that local and Federal gov- 
ernments have been brought into 
intimate contact by the recovery 
agencies but there is no co-ordina- 
tion of Federal, state and city pol- 
icy; and that while the Government 
is inflating its recovery expendi- 
tures the cities and states are en- 
gaged in retrenchment. 

These developments, he said, call 
for serious study. Discussing them, 
he said: “The population of Mon- 
tana, Utah, New Hampshire, Idaho, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Vermont, 
Delaware, Wyoming and Nevada, 
together, is a million short of the 
regional population of Chicago. Yet 
they have 20 Senators.

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TWO MEN NABBED 
IN $17,000 BOND 
THEFT JUMP BAIL 


Joe Lasky, Who Signed 
$10,000 Surety, Does 
Not Own Property He 
Listed Inquiry Shows. 


Two men who were arrested Oct. 
9 on charges of stealing $17,000 in 
bonds from the A. G. Edwards & 
Sons brokerage firm, have jumped 
their bonds, it has been learned, 
and there is doubt of any substan- 
tial recovery from the bondsmen. 
The bonds have been forfeited. 

The men gave their names as 
Ralph Oakes and Williams Evans 
of New York. They were arrested 
following a brief chase from the of- 
fices of the company at 409 North 
Eighth street. 

Bondsmen who frequent the corri- 
dors of the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing were chary about signing bonds 
for them, because they were not 
known here, and one bondsman 
told today of refusing a fee of $2000, 
offered if he would sign bonds for 
the men. 

Signing of the Bonds. 

Finally, however, Joe Lasky, a 
professional bondsman, signed a 
$5000 bond for each man, for a fee 
of $50. Lasky said he had been 
reluctant to sign the bonds, but two 
other bondsmen, whom he described 
as “big shots,” told him he would 
“have to,” and gave him the $50 
fee. 

Sigmund Bass, attorney for Oakes 
and Evans, said he understood the 
bondsmen who @mersuaded Lasky to 
go bail for his clients had received 
a $600 fee, out of which they paid 
Lasky’s $50. One of the men Lasky 
named ag having induced him to 
sign the bond denied that he had 
any connection with the matter. 

The bonds were approved by 
Judge Butler in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, who said he had 
not asked Lasky for his qualifica- 
tions because he knew that Lasky 
had qualified previously, for bonds 
up to $15,000. 

Bond Thrown Out in June. 

However, last June, three months 
before Lasky was accepted as 
bondsman by Judge Butler, Circuit 
Judge Baron refused to accept him 
on a bond when _ investigation 
showed that he could not qualify. 
Lasky listed himself as the owner 
of stores and tenements at 1129 
North Fifteenth street. At. the of- 
fice of the Clerk of the Circuit 
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Court for Criminal Causes it was 
said that inquiry concerning Lasky’s 
qualifications showed that he did 
not own the fee to property 
North Fifteenth street, but only a 
leasehold.

OLD SCHOOL, BUILT 
IN 1846, 10 BE RAZED 


Mound Building Not Used for 
Education Purposes 
Since 18066. 


The old Mound School building, 


‘at the southeast corner of Eighth 


and Howard streets, built in 1846 
and one of the first public schools 
in St. Louis, has been ordered 
wrecked by its present owners to 
save $142 a year in taxes. The 
building, used by various commer- 
cial enterprises since 1866, is dilap- 
idated beyond repair and has been 
vacant for some time. 

The school was known as the 
Sixth Ward School for three years 
after it was built and then the 
name was changed to Mound, after 
the Big Mound, relic of prehis- 
toric Indians, which stood several 
blocks away. 

Built at a cost of $3977, according 
to old records of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, the school at first was of 
two stories, with four rooms. A 
third floor and two more rooms 
were added later. The Mound 
School was one of a half dozen 
grade schools, including Benton, 
Clark, Jefferson, Eliot, Laclede and 
Webster Schools, built during the 
1840’s, to provide for the rapidly 
growing population. Of these 
schools, the only other one still 
standing is Laclede, at Fourth and 
Poplar streets, which was aban- 
doned for school purposes in 1870. 

The Board of Education, then 
known as the “Board of President 
and Directors of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Schools,” had been formed only 
a few years before, in 1833, under 
a charter granted by the State 
Legislature. Provision for public 
education, however, had been grant- 
ed by Congress as early as 1812, 
following which a board of school 
trustees was established by the ter- 
ritorial Legislature in 1817. 

In 1861, with the outbreak of the 
Civil War, Mound School was 
closed because of lack of funds, 
and the building rented for other 
purposes. Three years later it was 
reopened as a branch of Everett 
School, Eighth street and Cass ave 
nue, serving primary and intermedi- 
ate grades. In 1866, however, the 
pupils were moved to rented prop- 
erty at Broadway and La Beaume 
street, and the Mound building was 
again leased. It was sold several 
years later. 

The property is now. owned by 
the Columbia Can Co., which used 
it as a warehouse from 1920 to 
1932. M. W. Coulter, secretary, said 
the firm has no plans for the site. 
Wrecking will begin next week.

Publicity Through Speeches. 

Public speaking was another im- 
portant means of obtaining news- 
paper publicity, the report. said. 
One of the methods used was to 
procure the printing of local 
speeches as press dispatches. Paul 
Clapp testified that an advantage 
of having addresses made in the 
interest of the utilities was that 
they were then printed in the press. 
B. E. Ling, director of the Ohio 
Information Bureau, recognized 
that “when the word is delivered in 
a speech before an audience, it be- 
comes news and it is printed.” He 
also said that, “it is not so much 
who speaks, where he speaks, or to 
whom he speaks, but the publicity 
back of it that gives it the force it 
carries.” 

“Procuring use of signatures of 
prominent persons for articles pre- 
pared by utility men was also a 
method of obtaining newspaper 
publicity by some state information 
bureaus,” the report explained. 

The director of the North and 
South Carolina propaganda unit 
was quoted as having said _ that 
“the Carolina bureau had obtained 
approximately 50 per cent of its 
total newspaper space through link- 
ing of a prominent name with a 
public utility argument.” 

Contact With Editors. 

Directors of state information 
committees, the report said, con- 
stantly urged on member compan- 
ies that they make contact with 
editors. A favorite method of ob- 
taining their good will was enter- 
tainment. In Texas, the report 
said, it became the custom to in- 
vite newspaper men to banquets 
and luncheons. In Missouri, news- 
paper men were entertained at the 
expense of the bureau. The Rocky 
Mountain Committee invited some 
2v journalists to one of its annual 
conventions, each local manager 
bearing the expense of a newspaper 
man from his locality. 

State information committees, 
with few exceptions, the _ report 
said, issued news bulletins weekly, 
by-weekly, or monthly, sending them 
to all newspapers in their territory. 
Their mailing lists also included li- 
braries, members of the legislature, 
colleges, state officers and promin- 
ent citizens. These bulletins con- 


Dam, Muscle Shoals, the Ontario 
Hydro-Electric System, municipal 
or Government ownership, utility 
taxation, rates and other matters 
relating to the utility industry. In 
Ohio the State Committee made 
use of the news bulletins to influ- 
ence legislation whenever possible, 
the committee for that State re- 
porting “the committee, through its 
news bulletins, the use of a full 
page newspaper advertisement and 
reprints of editorials and pamph- 
‘lets, brought forcibly to the atten- 
tion of the Ohio Legislature and 
public generally the enormous tax 
burdens which the utility carried.” 
Financing of Newspapers. 
| The report said that about July, 
1928, the International Paper Co. 
began negotiations for financing 
several large newspapers. A larg- 
er majority of the stock of that 
company is owned by the Interna- 
tional Paper & Power Co. The 
first transaction was when the Bos- 
ton Publishing Co. transferred 50 
per cent of its stock to the Jnter- 
national Paper Co. The Boston 
Publishing Co. published the Bos- 
ton Herald and the Boston Trav- 
eler. The International Securities 
Co., organized, owned and _  con- 
trolled by the International Paper 
Co., formed a subsidiary known as 
the Publishers’ Investment Cor- 
poration, to hold the stock of news- 
papers being acquired. About one 
year later the stock of the Boston 
Herald and Traveler was resold to 
the former owners and the Pub- 
lishers’ Investment Corporation was 
in the process of liquidation. The 
International Paper Co. retained no 
interest in the publications except 
a contract to supply news print, 
the report said. 


The report contained the follow- 
ing list of newspapers financed to 
a more or less extent by the Inter- 
national Paper Co.: 

The Chicago Daily News, $250,000 
of preferred stock, 5000 shares of 
common stock; Chicago Journal, 
$1,000,000 worth of debentures; 
$600,000 of preferred stock and 10, 
000 shares of common stock; Al- 
bany (N. Y.) Knickerbocker _’ress 
and Albany Evening News, $450,000 
of preferred stock, 3000 shares of 
common stock; Boston Herald and 
Traveler, 10,248 shares of common 
stock; Brooklyn Eagle, $19,545,000 of 
notes; 400 shares of common stock 
of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle Cor- 
poration; Hall & Lavarre, $855,000 
of notes secured by stock of the 
Augusta Chronicle, Columbia Rec- 
ord, and Spartanburg Herald-Trav- 
eler; Ithaca JournakNews, $300,000 
contingent interest. 

Chicago News Stock Resold. 
The report said that securities of 
the Chicago Daily News were re- 
sold to the executives of the News 
on Aug. 2, 1929, the International 
Paper Co. retaining no interest in 
the stock, but continuing to supply 
the publications with news print. 
Commenting on the investments 
in the Brooklyn Eagle, the Albany 
newspapers and the Ithaca News- 
Journal, part of th- newspaper in- 
terests of Frank C. Gannett of 
Rochester, N. Y., the report said 
that in May, 1929, Gannett repaid 
the International Paper Co, all the 
money invested by it with his pa- 
pers and the paper company re- 
turned to him all securities  in- 
volved in the transaction. Preston 
Goodfellow, the present publisher 
of the Eagle, announced today that 
no utility company now owns a 
share cf stock of the Eagle. 


With respect to the Hall & La- 
varre transactions, the report said 
that the International Paper Co., 
subsidiary of the Paper & Power 
Co., supplied all the money for the 
purchase price of the papers in- 
volved, Hall & Lavarre obtaining 
an opén account from International 
Paper Co. of nearly $1,000,000 to ac- 
quire newspapers in Southeastern 
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national Paper & Power Co. had 
power developments, as well as in 
the West. The report said that 
after unusual litigation, Hall & La- 
varre went into receivership and 
the International Paper Co. took 
over the stock of the papers they 
had acquired about Nov. 1, 1930, :.t 
which time the president of the 
paper company said it was that 
company’s plan to finance as many 
good newspapers as were available 
to the extent that the company re- 
quired an outlet for its paper mills. 
Its campaign was asserted to be 
wholly for news print, the report 


said. 

“News Services” Acted. 
In addition to direct contacts 
with the press, the report showed 
that numerous so-called newspaper 
news and editorial services were 
given financial support by the utili- 
ties and that generally there was 
no disclosure to the public of this 
report. The list included: 
E. Hofer & Sons, Portland, Ore.; 
Utilities Publication Co., and Pub- 
lic Service Magazine, Chicago; ©ub- 
lic Utilities Reports, Inc., Roches- 
ter, N. Y.; Barnall’s Newspaper Ser- 
vice, Florence, Ala.; National In- 
dustrial Conservation Board, Inc., 
Chicago; Dixie Magazine, Little 
Rock, Ark. 
The report showed that in one 
year the Hofer Service was sup- 
ported by the utilities to the extent 
of $84,820.80, or about half its pue- 
get. Robert M. Hofer testified that 
the policy pursued by his service 
was persistently to oppose munici- 
pal operation of utility plants and 
government participation in busi- 
ness. Hofer reported that “repro- 
ductions of articles appear almost 
invariably as original editorials, as 
we ask no credit.” His services 
went to about 14,000 papers, mostly 
weeklies. 
The Utilities Publication Co. was 


shown by the report to have re- 
ceived its chief financial support 
from utility sources. It engaged 
actively in opposing public owner- 
ship. Its head, Harvey J. Gonden, 
made the claim that “the Public 
Service Magazine has done more 
to expose the fallacy of municipal 
ownership than an~ other 10 publi- 
cations in the country.” Samuel 
Insull was a substantial stockhold- 
er in this company. Other stock- 
holders were the Commonwealth 
Edison Co., Electric Bond and Share 
Co., American Light and Traction 
Co., United Power and Light Co., 
Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey, Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co., United Gas Improvement Co, 
and H. M. Byllesby & Co. 

Public Service Magazine, owned 
by the same company, kept some 
of the members of its staff travel- 
ing over the United States investi- 
gating municipally owned proper- 
ties and reported that they “found 
on the whole that municipal own- 
ership was a flat failure both from 
an economical and efficiency stand- 
point.” Subscriptions going to meet 
the cost of these surveys were, 
according to Gonden, all “secured 
directly from public utility corpo- 
rations,” the report said. 

Darnall’s Newspaper Service, at 
Florence, Ala., received substan- 
tial support from the Alabama Pow- 
er Co. The report said that every 
weekly paper in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia and Mississippi received 
tthis ‘service at one time or another 
and, for a time, at the suggestion 
of the Alabama Power Co., several 
New England papers were on its 
mailing list. Much of the informa- 
tion this service furnished to the 
press was related to Muscle Shoals 
and Boulder Dam. 

Other Direct Publicity. 
In the concluding part of the 


chapter on newspaper publicity,

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the report said that in addition to 
the “induced publicity both through 
the general press and various sub- 
sidized agencies, ...the N. E. L. A., 
the Joint Committee of Utilities 
Associations and other utility agen- 
cies, each circulated directly large 
quantities of publicity.” This mat- 
ter ranged from short forms known 
as “envelope stuffers” up to copy- 
righted books. It included bulletins, 
news releases, clip sheets and oth- 
er forms, In addition to newspa- 
pers, the material was furnished to 
educators, both in colleges and 
schools, libraries, bankers and pub- 
lic officials, including members of 
the various legislatures. 

“In substance,” the report con- 
cluded, “this material ranged from 
that which merely emphasized the 
value and accomplishments of the 
private utility industries to material 
which directly and severely at- 
tacked public ownership generally, 
and also assailed specific public and 
municipal ownership projects and 
systems. It particularly included at- 
tacks on the Ontario Hydro-Elec- 
tric System, the Muscle Shoals and 
Boulder Dam projects, the Califor- 
nia Water Power bill in three dif- 
ferent campaigns, the so-called Bone 
bill in the State of Washington, 
and the Oregon Constitutional 
Amendment.”

Trust Laws Suggested. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22. — A six- 
point program for permanent NRA 
legislation was advanced last night 
by Donald R. Richberg, director of 
President Roosevelt's Executive 
Council. 

Richberg, in an address here, also 
opposed organized labor’s demand 
for a national 30-hour work week. 
His statements were marked by re- 
peated assertions that he expressed 
only his own views which “may not 
be generally acceptable.” 

Outline of Program. 

Although Richberg did not segre- 
gate his six points in his address 
before the Associated Grocery Man- 
ufacturers, which also was broad- 
cast, he laid stress on the following: 

1. Preservation of the ‘“flexibil- 
ity of code making” both as to 
commercial practices and labor 
conditions. 

2. “Soundness of the fixing of 
minimum wages and maximum 
hours for each trade and indus- 
wy." 

3. “Dishonest business practices 
should be proscribed.” 

4. “Exact reports of production, 
prices, wages and employment are 
necessary for economic security in 
an industrial civilization.” 

5. ‘We must change one mis- 
conception of the anti-trust laws. 

. they were not intended as 
restraints upon agreements to 
compete fairly .... It seems to 
me reasonable to provide that all 
trade associations should do busi- 
ness openly and furnish full in- 
formation concerning their activi- 
ties to a’ body which might com- 
bine some of the functions and 
authorities of the administration 
of NRA and the Federal Trade 
Commission.” 

6. “I am profoundly convinced 
that as originally written and pre- 
sented to the Congress, it (Section 
7-A, guaranteeing labor’s collec- 
tive bargaining rights) expressed 
clearly a sound principle for the 
maintenance of satisfactory labor 
relations.” 

On Anti-Trust Laws. 

Richberg also suggested a changed 
conception of the anti-trust laws. 
He said: 

“Certain activities could be legal- 
ized by statute and others forbid- 
den, with provision that in the twi- 
light zone of interpretation a na- 
tional code administration would be 
empowered to authorize or prohibit 
concerted action. Its decisions 
should be made reviewable—not by 
an ordinary lawsuit, but by an ap- 
peal for a declaratory judgment by 
a court of competent jurisdiction.” 

Text of Remarks on 7-A. 

The text of his discussion of the 
labor provision of the Recovery Act 
follows: 

“Let me say a few words about 
the knotty issues involved in Sec- 
tion 7-A of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act. At the outset I will 
accept whatever share of responsi- 
bility for the writing of that much 
debated provision the record 
charges to my account. I am pro- 
foundly convinced that, as origin- 
ally written and presented fo the 
Congress, it expressed clearly a 
sound principle for the maintenance 
of satisfactory lator relations. 
“That principle is that the terms 
and conditions of employment in 
modern business operations should 
be worked out by collective bargain- 
ing between an employer and the 
duly authorized representatives of 
his employes; and that there should 
be no effort on the part of the em- 
ployer to deprive his employes of 
a fair representation of their inter- 
ests, either by preventing their self- 
organization, or by exercising im- 
proper influence upon their repre- 
sentatives. 

“Contract, as once defined by 
Chesterton, is ‘the slender thread 
upon which hangs all our civiliza- 
tion.’ Labor relations, when they 
concern large groups of employes, 
can be made certain and satisfac- 
tory only through defining them in 
a contract. But a contract which 
is brought about through a coercive 
or fraudulent control of the agent 
of one party by the other is not a 
good contract, legally or morally, 
and cannot be the basis of sound 
business relations. 

“Unfortunately, Section 7-A was 
written against the background of 
a long, continued struggle in this 
country over the right of recogni- 
tion of labor organizations. As a 
result, the immediate reaction to 


the requirements of Section 7-A was 


on the one hand a determination by 
many of the established unions to 
expand their memberships and to 
compel recognition and, on the 
other hand, the determination  -f 
many employers to prevent any 
such unionization of their employes 
and to forestall it by creating or 
encouraging local labor organiza- 
tions. In the ensuing contest many 
representatives of both interests 


have ignored and violated the prin- 
ciple that voluntary organization 
should be the basis of collective bar- 


gaining. 


which to deal, provided it is ~e- 
sponsible and truly representative 
of the employes. There are many 
disadvantages for labor in seeking 
to compel men to join an organi- 
zation, which, in order to have 
solidarity and responsibility, should 
be wholly voluntary. 


“If the fundamental principle of 
section 7-A were adhered to, many 
employers might wisely make con- 
j tracts agreeing to employ only 
men belonging to the labor crgan- 
ization with which they had a 
contract. Many large employers 
would much prefer to operate un- 
der such conditions if they were 
dealing with a responsible labor or- 
ganization to which practically all 
their employes wished to belong. 
On the other hand, when labor 
leaders seek t use the employer 
as the means of coercing men to 
join their organization, they are 
not only creating a poor organiza- 
tion, but they are also violating the

“If employers and employes were 
both loyal to that sound principle, 
the employer would not coerce 
men, either to join a local organi- 
zation, or a national organization, 
but would insist religiously upon 
leaving them entirel, free. Labor 
organizations on their part would 
not seek to compel men to join 
either by coercive methods of their 
own, or by demanding the aid of 
the employer in building and main- 
taining their organizations. 


His Idea of Section. 

“As I construe section 7-A, its 
dominant purpose in providing for 
the self-organization of workers and 
the selection of representatives of 
their own choosing is to protect in- 
dividual liberty and voluntary col- 
lective action. Employer coercion 
alone is prohibited in the express 
terms of the law for two reasons: 
First, the unfairness of employer 


influence arises from his undue 
advantage in having control over 
the employes’ opportunity to earn 
a living; whereas if employes seek 
Oo persuade other employes to join 
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plaint is not that there is no law, 
but that the law is not enforced. In 
this connection let it be said also 
that, while men may find excuses 
for lawless conduct when they are 
coerced and intimidated in seeking 


to exercise their constitutional 
rights of self-organization, those ex- 
cuses certainly have little merit 
when the peaceful exercise of such

Committee Reports on Ex- 
pense of Handling Funds 
in September — Higher 
Than National Average. 


The cost of administering public 
relief funds in St. Louis was 13 per 
cent in September, according to 
figures compiled by the St. Louis 
Relief Committee. 

This compares with an average 
of 11.79 for the State, and a na- 
tional average of 11.6 for the same 
month. Attention has been focused 
on administrative costs recently by 
Senator Borah. The Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration consid- 
ers anything below 14 per cent 
“good administration” from the 
standpoint of economy. 

Peter Kasius, St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministrator, was not disturbed be- 
cause the St. Louis figure was 
slightly higher than that for the 
State or the country. The differ- 
ence could be explained, he said, 
largely because of the closer degree 
of organization required in large 
communities, and the greater 
amount of service to those on relief 
provided by an urban organization. 

It would be simple to reduce ad- 
ministrative costs, Kasius said, but 
the effect would be to increase re- 
lief expenditures, because it would 


of those on relief and work with 
them toward some plan for reduc- 
ing or eliminating the necessity for 
relief as effectively as can be done 
with an adequate administrative 
staff. 


Accounting Method a Factor. 
In addition, Kasius pointed out, 


Relief Committee were charged to 
administration for accounting rea- 
sons, although they are not proper- 
ly administrative expenses.

$59.532, of which $8371 was-for cen- 
tral alministration; $7290 for em-

Bert Patenaude, outstanding soc- 
cer center forward of America, will 
in all probability become a member 
of the Central club of the St. Louis 
Soccer League within the next 
week, Jack Dwyer, owner of the 


has been playing this season with 
a Philadelphia club but recently ob- 
tained his release and entered into 
negotiations with the Central club 
management. 

It will be recalled that Patenaude 
was at center forward for the Fall 
River club at the time that team 
won a succession of national cham- 
pionships. He, like Billy Gonsalves, 
is a native of Fall River and his de- 
velopment in professional soccer is 
due to the coaching of Alex Mc- 
Nab, now captain of the Central 
club. McNab for a half-dozen years 
was captain and coach of the Fall 
River club and he is credited with 
the discovery of Patenaude, Gon- 
salves and Johnny Reder, giant 
goaltender who later became a big 
league baseball player. 


At Fall River, McNab played out- 
side right, Gonsalves was at inside 
right, Patenaude center, just as 
they will line up here as soon as 
Patenaude reaches St. Louis. The 
combination was broken up in 1931, 
and Patenaude was not with. Mc- 
Nab on the New Bedford club that 
defeated the Stix here in the na- 
tional cup final of 1932. In his stead 
McNab brought out Werner Nilsen, 
who previously had played an in- 
side right position. Nilsen became 
a very effective goal getter al- 
though he confessed he felt himself 
better suited to the inside position. 
When Fall River defeated an all- 
star St. Louis club in an exhibition 
match at Walsh Stadium in the 
spring of 1931, Patenaude was at 
center forward, between Gonsalves 
and Nilsen. He scored the goal that 
beat St. Louis, 2 to 1.

Seattle Power Combine Proposed 


To Meet Prospective Competition 
Ot Government-Owned Plants 


$95,000,000 Deal for Chief Competitor of City 
Plant Discussed in View of Grand Coulee 
and Bonneville Developments. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 22.—As a 
defensive measure against the ex- 
pected competition from the Fed- 
eral hydro-electric plants at Grand 
Coulee and at Bonneville on the 
Columbia River, now in process of 
construction, J. D. Ross, superin- 
tendent of Seattle’s municipally- 
owned electric power system, has 
proposed to buy out the city’s prin- 
cipal competitor, the Puget Sound 
Power & Light Co. for $95,000,000. 
The plan has not yet reached the 
stage of a formal offer but will 
as soon as cities and counties of 
Western Washington have indicat- 
ed a willingness to take over some 
of the outlying units. 


At the general election Nov. 6, the 
people of Washington enacted the 
Bone Power bill, a measure writ- 
ten by United States Senator Ho- 
mer T. Bone. The bill was passed 
by the Legislature last year and 
came up for the approval of the 
voters as a referendum measure. 
The Bone power bill permits muni- 
cipally owned plants to market elec- 
tric power outside their corporate 
limits and to acquire through the 
exercise of the power of eminent 
domain the plants of private com- 
panies. A proviso in the bill for- 
bids a municipal power system to 
take over the property of a pri- 
vate company in another city with- 
out the approval of the voters in 
the community in which the pri- 
vate company operates. 


PWA Refused Aid. 


While the Bone bill confers wide 
powers to the city light plant in Se- 
attle, it will not be invoked in the 
purchase of the holdings of the 
Puget Sound Power & Light Co., 
should that deal be made. For one 
thing, it would be too costly to con- 
demn the properties of the private 
company piecemeal. Its. holdings 
are spread through many cities 
and counties. The company serves 
about 750,000 people. If an agree- 
/ment can be made by which a 
willing buyer and a willing seller 
could be brought together, the 
heavy costs of lawsuits, with re- 
sulting severance damages, would 
be eliminated. 

The city of Seattle has spent $54,- 
000,000 in developing the hydro- 
electric power of the Skagit River, 
a stream 145 miles long, which runs 
through deep canyons. When the 
PWA announced that it stood ready 
to help worthy projects, Superin- 


tendent Ross was the first to apply 
for Federal funds. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it was a self- 
liquidating project, the PWA reject- 
ed Seattle’s request for $26,000,000, 
or for any smaller amount. Ross 
then appealed to Wall street, which 
accepted $5,000,000 in city light util- 
ity bonds. The money is now being 
used in building a power house at 
the Diablo Dam on the Skagit 
River. 
Within a year and a half the 
Diablo power house will produce 
approximately 180,000 horsepower of 
new energy which will come into 
competition with the power gener- 
ated at Grand Coulee and Bonne- 
ville dams. 
Reason for Proposed Merger. 
Although the State of Washing- 
ton contains abou. one-sixth of the 
potential water power of the coun- 
try, it has no immediate use for all 
the power at present produced. 
Should the Federal Government at- 
tempt to distribute the power from 
the Columbia River dams, either 
through the agency of the State or 
through private companies, u dis- 
astrous competition might result. 
It was the idea of Superintendent 
Ross that if he could consolidate 
the private power interests of West- 
ern Washington with the Skagit 
project, he would be in a better 
position to resist the encroachment 
of the Federal Government in the 
/power market west of the Cascade 
Mountains. 
The people of Eastern Washing- 
ton are greatly in favor of the de- 
velopment on the Columbia, which 
already has cost the Federal 
Government $90,000,000. As orig- 
inally designed, the Grand Coulee 
project proposed to irrigate approx- 
imately 1,250,000 acres of fertile but 
semi-arid land. What the Federal 
Government is building is a low- 
level dam suitable-only for the de- 
velopment of electrical power. To 
put water on any land at all will 
necessitate the construction of a 
high dam and the utilization of the 
Grand Coulee, a great trough 30 
miles long with walls from 600 to 
800 feet high as a reservoir. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt during his visit here 
in August intimated there would 
be no high dam until the power 
from the low dam was marketed. 
It is the plan for marketing this 


vast amount of power that is dis- 
turbing friends of City Light in 
Seattle.

‘INSIDE’ GROUPS 


ARE CRITICISED 


But Only in Extreme Cases 
Should They Be Left Off 
the Ballot, Federal Body 
Rules.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The 
Labor Relations Board yesterday 
ruled that “ordinarily” the choice 
between company union and stand- 


ard labor organizations, where 
“good or bad” must rest with the 
employes. 

In a decision applying to two 
Ohio rubber companies, the board 
held that only in “extreme cases” 
should the name of a company 
union be excluded from the ballot 
in an industrial election. 

The ruling was regarded as in- 
dicating that the board does not 
intend to bind itself to the theory 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor that company unions are neces- 
Sarily bad, in many cases illegal, 
and should be abolished altogether. 
Circumstnaces should determine 
cases, the board said in effect. 

The board stated its position in 
ordering an election among the em- 
Pployes of the Firestone Tire & Rub- 
ber Co. of Akron, O., and dismissing 
the United Rubber Workers’ mo- 
tion that the employes’ conference 
plan be excluded from the ballots. 

Goodrich Order Similar. 
At the same time,. with a similar 
statement on an “inside” labor or- 
ganization, the board ordered an 
election at B. F. Goodrich Co.’s 
Akron rubber plant. 
“Since the election is to deter- 
mine a choice of representatives for 
collective bargaining,” said the 
board, “we may, in extreme cases, 
be justified in refusing a place on 
the ballot to an organization or 
plan of representation which by 
its very terms is incapable of serv- 
ing as a collective bargaining 
agency. 
“This, however, we should rare- 
ly have occasion to do, since ordi- 
narily the choice, good or bad, is 
for the employes to make.” 

Kohler Co. Case Cited. 
In its ruling, the board cited the 
ease of the Kohler Co. of Kohler, 
Wis., in which a similar question 
arose. 
The American Federation of La- 
bor union in the Kohler case con- 
tended the “inside” union had been 
formed through “unwarranted in- 
terference” by the company, was 
thus illegal, and should have been 
excluded from the election ballots. 
On the other hand, the board 
pointed out, many employes doubt- 
less joined the “inside” union of 
their own free will and to exclude 
the “inside” union from the bal- 
lots would be to disregard this 
group’s desires. 
The “inside” union won the elec- 
tion at Kohler. At last accounts, 
local A. F. of L. officers still were 
protesting that the election wasn’t 
fair and were challenging its re- 
sults. 

“Inside” Groups Criticised. 

In both the Firestone and Good- 
rich cases, the board sharply criti- 
cised the “inside” organizations and 
their methods. In each, it pointed 
out ,jhowever, that the case in hand 
was merely a petition for an elec- 
tion, and that it would refrain 
from passing on the legality of the 
“inside” organizations.

SCRAPPING OF U. 5. 
WHEAT PROGRAM 
URGED AT PARLEY 


Under Proposed Pact, ‘Big 
Four’ Nations Would 
Maintain Status Quo for 
Next Year. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 22.— 
The United States was asked to 


make an about-face in its wheat 
acreage program under a draft 
agreement presented at today’s ses- 
sion of the International Wheat 
Commission. 

Under a proposed pact the “big 
four” nations (the United States, 
Canada, Australia and Argentina) 
would each promise to plant no 
more wheat during 1934-35 than 
they did during the last year, in 
which all of them made substantial 
reductions. 

The United States has arready 
completed most of its 5 per cent 
increase under a program an- 
nounced by the Department of Ag- 
riculture Aug. 23 in winter wheat 
sowing, according to estimates of 
the commission. 

Therefore if Washington accep’s 
the agreement the country must 
make corresponding reductions in 
spring sowing to return to the 
status quo or else pile up or cut 
the winter wheat while it is green 
and use it for animal feed. 

U. S. Likely to Accept. 

It was thought here the United 
States would willingly reverse its 
announced program if Canada, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina agreed also to 
maintain the reductions they have 
made. 

Under the wheat agreement al] 
four were expected to make a 15 
per cent reduction in production 
during the last year as compared 
to the previous three-year average, 
Only Australia actually fulfilled thig 
program, the United States reduce 
ing its crop by 10.7 per cent, ac 
cording to information obtained by 
the Commission. 

It was thought a month ago that 
the United States’ new program, in 
view of the fact it can be reversed, 
might be used as a bargaining 
weapon to force further reductions 
for the coming year from both Ar- 
gentina and Canada, but it is now 
apparent the Americans will be sat~- 
isfied if the other countries merely 
maintain the last year’s reductions, 
realizing many world wheat leaders 
favor; increases in production this 
year.

WANT to protest against the policy of 
i ee Highway Department in grading 
the back slopes all over the State, from 
every standpoint: economy, conservation 
and beauty. We are making city park- 
ways of our country roadsides. All the 
pleasure of driving into the country is 
gone. The wild shrubs, vines and flow- 
ers that make a natural protection if 
left to grow, are constantly graded out, 
and raw banks and shoulders, smooth as 
billiard balls, greet us and thousands of 
strangers who pass through our State. 

Members of the Highway Department 
whom I have come in contact with have 
been courteous and considerate of my 
objections to their policies, but there al- 
Ways seem to be “higher-ups” who direct 
and dictate the policies. If we could 
make them realize that by planting “cor- 
alberry,” sumac, bittersweet, honeysuckle 
and trumpet vine, the maintenance of the 
back slopes would be solved for all time 
~—at a third or a fourth of the expense. 

The overgrown fence rows and deep 
tangled wildwood are things of the past. 
Our architects plan, and we build, great 
stone courthouses in quaint country vil- 
lages. We tear down 200-year-old build- 
ings to build modern filling stations in 
the oldest village in our State. We build 
tiny houses out of large stones. We build 
small, Spanish-type houses in Middle 
Western towns. A native stone and gran- 
ite wall that could have been artistic and 
beautiful is built with a hideous concrete 
slab on top of it. No wonder we are con- 
sidered crude in the Middle West. 

What are we doing to our Missouri, 
naturally the most beautiful State in the 
Union, with some of the most beautiful 
scenery in the world?

“NENT your comments on William Al- 

len White’s statement that Kansas 
has been “betrayed,” and that “the bone- 
dry age is gone,” I would like to call 
attention to the fact that up to the pres- 
ent we are not better, but much worse, 
off than we were before the decease of 
the said bone-dry age. 

Here is. just an item or two of the 
proof. Dr. Theron Wendell Kilmer, police 
surgeon of Hempstead, L. I., submitted to 
the convention of the International Asso- 
ciation of Police Chiefs in Washington, 
Sept. 26, a report on the increase in 
drunken driving since the passing of the 
dry age. It was 100 per cent in Rhode 
Island, 122 per cent in New Orleans, 300 
per cent in Philadelphia, 380 per cent in 
Cincinnati, 479 per cent in Los Angeles.

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CLARIFYING THE AUDITORIUM POLICIES. 

The Auditorium Commission’s committees on pol- 
icy and public relations have reached a sound deci- 
sion, in our view, as to the future uses of the city’s 
new structure. Henceforth, if the recommendations 
are carried out, no more purely commercial enter- 
prises will be permitted to use the Auditorium. 
Further, conventions of wide attendance, whose 
sponsors lack budgets for hall rental, will be invited 
to use the building without charge. 

These conclusions are in keeping with the original 
intention of the people in voting bonds for construc- 
tion of the civic center. It was envisaged as a home 
for civic and semi-civic functions, and never in- 
tended as a competitor for privately-owned theaters. 
This conception was made clear in the discussion 
that arose over rental of the building to the Ziegfeld 
Follies recently, while local theaters that might have 
housed it stood dark. It would be a mistake for the 
city to ruin the value of local theater properties— 
one source of the city’s tax revenue—by making this 
practice its formal policy. The theater men were 
supported in their protest by a large part of the 
public opinion heard on the subject. 

St. Louis would enjoy social, as well as economic 
gains, if it could be host to worthy organizations un- 
able to rent private halls, as the committees recom- 
mend. At the moment, efforts along this line are 
being made in the case of the Southern Medical As- 
sociation. This group, if it meets here next year, will 
bring from 3000 to 4000 physicians to the city. A 
convention of this sort would be of educational value 
to local physicians and students, and in addition, the 
convention delegates would leave no small sum be- 
hind them. The Chamber of Commerce’s recent analy- 
sis of where the convention dollar goes shows that 
the benefits are widespread in the community. Num- 
erous educational and scientific gatherings would be 
attracted to the city if this policy were adopted. 

It is well to have the Auditorium issue clarified 
in this manner. Of course, such a policy would re- 
duce the possibility of making the Auditorium self- 
sustaining, and an annual deficit of $100,000 is an 
admitted prospect. The benefits to the people, tan- 
gible and otherwise, would be far greater than that. 
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CAMEOS. 

The cutting of cameos is a virtually vanished art, 
and the death of Louis Zoellner, at 82, in New York 
City, is said to end the line of notable artists in this 
exacting field. The art of carying portraits in relief 
on gems, semi-precious stones and shells goes back 
to the third century B. C. The ancient Egyptians, 
Greeks and Romans practiced it, and specimens 
from their times now are highly-prized relics of past 
civilizations. In medieval days, cameos were religious 
emblems and knights’ badges. Henry IV wore 12 
cameos as buttons, and these are preserved in a Paris 
museum. 

When Zoellner came to America from his native 
Germany in 1871, after training under the German 
masters of the art, he found the cameo portrait in

Age that has brought the decay of this fine art, 
which virtually passes into antiquity with Zoellner’s 
death. But the beauty of these exquisite vari-colored 
carvings will be appreciated in any age, no matter 
how dominated by mechanical processes and mass 
production. ’ 
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Remarks by Circuit Judge Baron of St. Louis in 
his court this week, in ordering continuance of a rob- 
bery case, illuminate the sorry pass to which we 
have come in the administration of criminal justice 
in the United States. The case originated in a hold- 
up in June, 1932. At a trial last February, the jury 
failed to agree. Since then the case has been re- 
peatedly continued because of the failure of the 
prosecuting witnesses to appear. 

“It has come to my notice,” said the Judge, ‘‘that 
there has been a flagrant attempt to intimidate 
witnesses in this case, one of the most flagrant that 
I have known of since I have been on the bench.’ 
He ordered the new continuance, he said, so that the 
Circuit Attorney’s office might have the opportunity 
to find out what was back of the non-appearance 
of its witnesses. 

Continuance was entered on the record as “by the 
Court.” That was Judge Baron’s pointed way of 
calling attention to the circumstances. 

Certainly the condition which is here typified 

needs to be blazoned on the public mind. It is a 
shocking thing to read that a witness going to testify 
in an American court must be provided with a body- 
guard. Yet that is a frequent item in the news. 
It is appalling to read of the assassination of a 
witness. Yet that has happened at our own doors. 
These are things toward which we must not allow 
ourselves to become complacent. 
Continuance “by the Court” writes a sermon. Let 
there be a series of acts ‘“‘by the Legislature” to end 
the advantage that the criminal now enjoys in our 
legal procedure, and Missouri will begin to get 
somewhere in the war on crime.

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THE ROADSIDES OF TOMORROW. 

A moving plea for the roadside’s natural beauty 
appears in today’s letter column. The writer, Mrs. 
Weber, speaks with a certain official authority and 
with the enthusiast’s earnestness. Some of her state- 
ments are too sweeping. The assertion, for instance, 
that “all the pleasure of driving into the country is 
gone,” might be toned down. But she is striking a 
vigorous blow in a fine cause, and a degree of lati- 
tude may be allowed such worthy zeal. 
It was inevitable, of course, in the art of road 
building, that we should first be concerned with the 
utilitarian. But the time is here when the highway 
should be a thing of beauty as well as usefulness. 
It is a phase of the enterprise that should now seri- 
ously engage the Highway Commission’s alert and 
continuous attention. Happily, the importance of 
the subject has recently had high official recognition. 

The chief of the Bureau of Public Works, Thomas 
H. MacDonald, in a paper presented to the annual 
convention of the American Association of State 
Highway officials last week, said in this connection: 

The work of highway improvements cannot be 
regarded as finished until the natural beauty 
marred in the process of construction has been 
fully restored and reasonably enhanced. While 
the work is well begun, there is much to be 
learned that only experience can teach; there are 
organizations to be perfected and methods to be 
tried; and for these reasons a present program, 


somewhat smaller than the more enthusiastic 
would desire, is perhaps the part of wisdom. 


Progress is stirring. Accomplishment in swinging 
tempo may, we believe, be predicted. Our highways 
will be banked with vines and shrubbery and the 
whole varied, colorful flora native to the soil. We 
shall be able, in our leisurely motoring, to pause 
and drink deep of its loveliness—to step off the 
running-board straight into the “deep-tangled wild- 
wood.” 

The green-walled roads of tomorrow will wind en- 
trancingly through long, delightful, fair Missouri 
days.

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EXTENSION OF ST. LOUIS AIR SERVICE. 

The study now being made by the Federal Aviation 
Commission will doubtless prove valuable in giving 
an integrated panorama of the country’s air needs. 
Air service is likely to develop immensely in the next 
few years, and the commission’s recommendations 
may well become highly useful guides in extension 
of the aviation network. 

From St. Louis’ standpoint, the suggestions made 
by the local Chamber of Commerce in response to 
the commission’s inquiry are of interest.

N. Dysart, president of the chamber, suggested a 
new air line from St. Louis to Nashville, overnight 
service to New Orleans, Tulsa, Oklahoma City, Dal- 
las and Fort Worth, when lighting facilities are com- 
pleted, and extension of air mail service. He also 
pointed out the desirability of overnight passenger 
service between St. Louis and New York, to supple- 
ment the mail service recently restored. Another

Germany’s Trade Troubles 


Record loss of foreign trade by Germany is attributed to depression, disadvantage of 
gold standard, import restrictions and boycott; latter, originating as protest against 
ruthless Nazi methods, is last straw for Germans; revival of exports is vital to 
nation, since many industries and much employment depend upon sales abroad.

cott on the Teutonic mind; havoc has 

been wrought in the Fatherland by a 
number of factors far more devastating than 
the refusal, by Americans and other foreign- 
ers, to buy things made in Germany. But 
the fact remains that this refusal has got 
very much under the German skin. And 
there can be no doubt that it is causing 
the Germans not only severe nervous strain 
but serious financial loss. : 

It is by no means easy to trace exactly 
what the anti-Hitler trade war has done 
to Germany. In analyzing the dreadful 
things which have happened to her foreign 
trade during the last couple of years, one 
must always bear in mind that the Germans 
have almost taken the count primarily be- 
cause of other wallops. The boycott is only 
a last vicious swing to the Teutonic jaw. 

First, Germany got her full share of the 
effects of the world slump. From 1929 on- 
ward, she has been staggering under the 
rain of blows handed out promiscuously to 
all nations by the depression. In compari- 
son with pre-war days, and with the boom 
of the first post-war period, German exports 
have dwindled alarmingly. This, however, 
has been due mostly to causes for which, 
in the last analysis, Germany is no more 
to blame than the rest of the world. 

Second, Germany obstinately kept the Ger- 
man mark on the gold standard. She stood 
firm while, one after another, foreign na- 
tions slipped off gold. By so doing, she 
maintained the prices of her products at a 
high level. This has proved a serious mat- 
ter in trade with countries which, like the 
United States, have been working for some 
time with a depreciated currency. 

Third, Germany has drastically reduced 
her imports. She has been aiming more and 
more at the idea of national self-sufficiency. 
This has still further antagonized people in 
other countries who are already pretty sore 
because of the undemocratic and oppressive 


methods of the Nazis. 
. 1* * 


These adverse factors, to name only a 
few, have been driving down German export 
trade almost to the vanishing point. So 
when the boycott came along, some Germans 
‘clenched their fists in fury, while others, less 
pugnacious, simply threw up their hands 
in despair. 

Foreign trade is vital to Germany. She 
must export about 32 per cent of what she 
produces—a sharp contrast to the United 
States, which needs to export only 10 per 
cent. A pick-up in Germany’s foreign busi- 
ness would mean, according to well-in- 
formed Germans, the re-employment of from 
2,000,000 to 2,500,000 workers now out of 
jobs. 

After over a year of boycotting of German 
goods, in the American and other markets, 
Germany’s exports in April of this year 
registered a new all-time low. They dropped 
nearly 316,000,000 marks below the receipts 
for the preceding month, a loss of 21 per 
cent. The deficit in Germany’s trade balance 
for April, 1934, was over 82,000,000 marks, 
making a total deficit, for the first four 
months of the present year, of 136,000,000 
marks. The boycott certainly had a hand 
in this slump! 

Many German business men are inclined 


T HERE are lots of things besides the boy- 


to pooh-pooh the effects of the boycott 


| 


against German goods and attribute the 
bulk of the complicated ailments from which 
their country’s foreign trade is suffering to 
a variety of other causes. But when a Ger- 
man business man does break loose about 
the boycott—especially its American phase 
—he becomes eloquent to the point of inco- 
herence. 

“IT admit,” angrily shouted one, “that our 
opportunities for exporting goods to America 
have been greatly diminished by the depre- 
ciated American dollar. But the measures 
for boycotting us adopted in the United 
States are far more serious. Not a day goes 
by without my noticing damage of one sort 
or another caused here in Germany by the 
boycott!” 

Indeed, the effects of foreign objections 
to buying from Germany since Hitler 
launched his drastic measures have been so 
damaging that some exporters have been 
compelled to resort to ingenious tricks in 
order to keep their business going at all. 
Since the boycott, many tons of manufac- 
tured products labeled “Made in Sweden,” 
or ‘‘Made in Holland,” have originated, in 
reality, on the premises of German manufac- 
turers, driven to their wits’ end by the boy- 
cotting measures against them; or, if not 
that, they have been manufactured secretly 
by Germans working on foreign soil, because 
the boycott has made it impossible for them 
to labor profitably at home, 

. * ” 


The upswing in trade all over the world 
began in 1932. Yet, in a varied list of lead- 
ing exports to the United States, Germany 
showed, in 1933, a serious decrease in re- 
ceipts, in comparison with 1932. It looks very 
much as if the American boycott against 
German goods had been doing some pretty 
effective work since Hitler’s initiation of 
rough stuff. 

In Berlin, I saw a letter from an Ameri- 
can who, in the past, has done a good deal 
of business with Germany, in which he said: 
“I have German blood in my veins andI have 
felt that, conditions being equal, I should 
always favor Germany with our patronage. 
Nothing would please me better than to do 
so in the future, but, try as I may, I cannot 
forget the atrocities committed by the 
Nazis.” 

Germans like to point out that it is short- 
sighted for Americans to antagonize Ger- 
many by the boycott. They remind that 
the United States has a stake there of more 
than two billion dollars—mainly invested in 
provincial and municipal bonds, and in in- 
dustrial enterprises. Payment of interest 
on this huge sum, as wel] as payment of 
amortization charges, will be seriously en- 
dangered, they maintain, if the boycott is 
continued. From other quarters come warn- 
ings that it imperils the success of NRA. 

And, in the midst of all the excitement, 
Chancellor Hitler and most other Germans 
profess themselves quite at a loss to under- 
stand why there should be all this hostile 
feeling among the people abroad, especially 
Americans!

Now 69 years 
old, he will devote part of his time 
to writing monographs on tropical 
fish.

NEW NAZI EXCHANGE DECREE 


Payments to German Students in 


Foreign Countries Stopped.

BERLIN, Nov. 22.—A decree pub- 
lished in the official gazette orders 
the cessation of foreign exchange 
payments to students in foreign 
countries, except in German-speak- 
ing Danzig, Austria and Switzer- 
land.

VERY Sunday morning at 10 
F o'ctock 35 cripples lay aside their 

crutches, don bathing suits and 
romp for two hours in the pool at 
the Y. M. C. A. All of the 35—men, 
women and children—are victims of 
Poliomyeletis (infantile paralysis). 

They call themselves the Polio 
Swimming Club and Francis M. 
Dunford, himself a polio victim, is 
director of the group. Local swim- 
ming instructors and physiotherap- 
ists have volunteered their services 
for the two-hour period on Sunday 
and during this time the physicaHy 
handicapped members of the club 
are taught to swim and are put 
through directed exercises in the 
water to develop lagging muscles 
and ligaments. 


Modeled after the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation, endowed by 
President Roosevelt, the Polio Club 
is less than a year old. Tempera- 
ture of the water in the pool is 
raised to about 90 degrees for the 
class and the equipment, patterned 
after the Warm Springs equipment, 
is portable. Between swims, the 
members are placed on underwater 
tables and given exercises and mus- 
cle training designed to bring into 
action miuscles long ‘in’ disuse, 
and also other exercises designed 
to promote their general health. 


“At the time President Roosevelt 
organized the Warm Springs colo- 
ny,” said Dunford, “he expressed a 
hope that the venture would be du- 
plicated in other parts of the Unit- 
ed States, until facilities are provid- 
ed for the treatment of the 300,900 
or more men, women, and 
children who are crippled by the 
With this in mind, we, who 
have been stricken as the President 


was by infantile paralysis, organ- 
ized the Polio Club here. Several 
of us are “alumni” of Warm 


Springs and have attempted. to 
model our club as nearly as possi- 
ble after that organization. Of 
course, Our undertaking is on a 
small scale, but we hope eventually 
to have a pool of our own. Of 


course, under present conditions we 


cannot care for all the victims in 
and around St. Louis, but we are at 
lease making a start.

Some know very few peo- 
ple outside their own family, but 
here at the Polio Club on Sunday 
mornings, they meet outsiders and 
life takes on added interest.” 

That life did indeed take an 
added interest, was evidenced by 
the change in the expressions on 
their faces. Coming in the door 
with braces, wheel chairs, crutches 
and other paraphernalia, very few 
smiles were to be seen. But in the 
sympathetic atmosphere of the club, 
cares were soon forgotten, and by 
the time swimming suits were on 
and the pool began to fill up, the 
happy shouts and laughter made it 
necessary for the director to blow a 
whistle to reduce the noise to a 
point where announcements could 
be made. 

Besides the two-hour swimming 
period on Sundays, the club pro- 
vides other recreation for the mem- 
bers. Bridge parties, dinners, pic- 
nics and outings are arranged to 
furnish amusement designed to 
keep the Polios in a happy frame 
of mind. 

Ages of the members vary from 
four years old to those well along 
in life and their handicaps range 
from those with only very slight 
effects remaining from infantile 
paralysis, to those with entire pa- 
ralysis of legs, arms, or both. But

HIS last Sunday was gradua-

“Things like these little gradua- 
tion ceremonies are high spots in 
the lives of a lot of these people,” 
explained Dunford. “You have no 
idea to what extent they are vir- 
tually shut-ins during at least six 
days of the week. And their mental 
condition has so much to do with 
their physical health. Imagine the 
thrill of walking for the first time 
in 25 or 30 years—that’s what hap- 
pened here last Sunday. A woman 
who had never walked, tried it in 
the water and actually took about 
10 steps. Of course, she couldn’t 
walk out of water, but you can bet 
she got the thrill of her life. And 
last summer one of the boys left his 
crutches behind at a picnic. Of 
course, he wasn’t as handicapped 
as the woman who had never 
walked, but it just goes to show 
how a healthy mental attitude to- 
ward life does help them. And 
things like the Polio Club give them 
new determination—and believe me, 
many of them had resigned them- 
selves to the attitude of ‘I give up’.”

When Pure, Its Cleansing 
Effect Is Aided by Germ-

é6 HAT is a good antisep- 

W tic?” is a question which 

is frequently asked. One 

of the best is pure soap. 
It is probable that the fact most 
of us keep as free from infections 
as we do is owing to the regular use 
of soap and water. The surgeon 
who prepares his hands for an oper- 
ation is always more careful of the 
preliminary scrubbing with soap 
than he is of using the various ger- 
micidal solutions that are prepared 
for him. These are considered of 
relatively little value, but the soap 
and water cleaning is important. 
Soap consists essentially of a mix- 
ture of strong alkali with fat of 
some kind. It does not need to have 
any germicide added to it to be an- 
tagonistic to germsg because the 
mechanical action alone, by remov- 
ing the surface film on the skin, 
also removes the germs with it. 
But there is considerable evidence 
that soap also disinfects. As long 
ago as 1890 Behring stated that a 
solid washing soap killed bouillon 
cultures of anthrax bacilli within 
two hours. 
Among the organisms affected by 
soap are the pus-producing germs, 
the germs causing meningitis, pneu- 
monia and diphtheria. The activity 
of soap in this way is greatly en- 
hanced by raising the temperature, 
ti. e., Of the water which is used, 
Increasing the amount of alkalf 
in the soap does not increase its dis- 
infectant power, and really increases 
the irritant action of the_soap on 
the skin. For that reason, Iy have 
been careful to say PURE soap. 
Pure soaps are far superior to any 
other in disinfecting power. 
Soaps have a strong sterilizing in- 
fluence on germs commonly occur- 
ring in the mouth, although nobody 
would recommend their use for this 
purpose except under unusual cir- 
cumstances, For that reason, how- 
ever, soap can be used beneficially 
as a tooth paste. 

Soaps are a potent factor in pre- 
venting the spread of disease, not 
only on account of their germicidal 
action on common germs, but also 
because no antiseptic can replace 
cleanliness.

hol and other surgical antiseptics, 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

G. A. F.: “Is it true or only a be- 
lief that prunes have a laxative ef- 
fect? Is this simply due to their 
content of roughage?” 

Answer: Prunes have a decidedly 
laxative effect, and, it is not aione 
due to roughage. The researches of 
Dr. George A. Emerson at the Uni- 
versity of California show that there 
is a purgative principle, at least in 
California prunes, which is retained 
even when only the juice is used 
and the bulk eliminated. Just what 
this active principle is has not been 
determined, but it is known to be 
soluble in water and in alcohol. 


J. S.: “In the Eighteen Day Diet 
could oranges be substituted instead 
of grapefruit?” 

Answer: I am afraid not. The rea- 
son grapefruit is selected is because 
it has a low amount of nutriment, 
with enough bulk to satisfy appetite 
in spite of the low ° nutriment.

The extremes to avoid 
are the bowl clasped, little finger 
curled, and stem waving free. Or 
on the other hand, a wine glass 
stem slipped in three fingers and 
last two ones curled high. In oth- 
er words, a mincing, affected ges- 
ture is always in worst taste.

Answer: A buffet supper is much 
too informal to have any one per- 
son go first.
